Text of the Opini 

In the opinion Justice P — gives a 
history of the early stages of the litigation 
and the main issues between the government 
and the association. After pointing out the 
Similarity between the transmissouri case 
and the present one, the opinion says: 

80 far as the establishment of rates and 
fares is concerned, we do not see any sub- 
stantial difference between this agreement 
and the one set forth in the transmissouri 
case.

under the agreement was liable to a penalty.

“In this case the companies are bound to

agreement, as subsequently recommended 
by the Board of Managers, and the failure to 
observe their recommendations is deemed 
a violation of the agreement. The only al- 
ternative is the adoption of a resolution by 
the Board of Directors of any company pro- 


company is concerned, and the service of a 
copy thereof upon the Board of Managers. 
It is this provision which is referred to 
by counsel as most material and important, 
and one which constitutes a material and 
important distinction between the two 
agreements.”’ 


Cases Practically Identical. 


After holding that the provisions of the 
two cases are not essentially different, the 
opinion proceeds: 

The natural and direct effect of the two 
agreements is the same—viz.: to maintain 
rates at a higher level than would other- 
wise prevail, and the differences between 
them are not sufficiently important or ma- 
terial to call for different judgments in the 
two cases on any such ground.“ 

The opinion then takes up the constitu- 
tionality of the anti-trust act, as affecting 
railroads. Justice Peckham says that it 
is worthy of remark that this question was 
never raised or hinted at upon the argu- 
ment in the former case. The fact 
that not one of the many astute and able 
counsel for the transportation companies 
in that case raised an objection of such con- 
clusivea character, if well founded, is strong 
evidence that the reasons showing the in- 
validity of the act as construed do not lie on 
the surface and were not then apparent to 
those counsel. . .. Upon the constitu- 
tionality of the act it is now earnestly con- 
tended that contracts in restraint of trade 
are not necessarily prejudicial to the wel- 
fare and security of society, and that Con- 
gress is without power to prohibit generally 


all contracts in restraint of trade, and that 


the efforts to do this invalidates the act in 
question.”’ 

Justice Péckham comments on the fears 
expressed by counsel for the railroad asso- 
ciation that the effect of these decisions 
would be far-reaching, rendering illegal 
most business contracts or combinations, 
such as contracts to maintain wagés, con- 
tracts of incorporation for any line of busi- 
ness, and partnership contracts. 


No Ground for Fears. 


This makes quite a formidable list,“ the 
opinion states, but it will be observed that 
no cortracts of the nature described are now 
before the court.“ 

The formation of corporations have never 
‘been regarded, the opinion states, as in the 
nature of contracts in restraint of trade. 
The same is true of parthership. Proceed- 
ing, the opinion says: 

Has not Congress, with regard to inter- 
state commerce and in the course of regulat- 
ing it, in the case of railroad companies, the 
power to say that no contract or combina- 
tion shall be legal which shall restrain trade 
and commerce by shutting out the opera- 
tion of the general law of competition? We 
think it has. . . . The business of a rall- 
road carrier is of a public nature, and in 
performing it the carrier is also perform- 
ing, to a certain extent, a function of gov- 
ernment which requires it to perform the 
service upon equal terms to all. 

“This public service, that of transporta-. 

tion of passengers and freight, is a part 
of trade and commerce, and when transport- 
ed between States such commerce becomes 
what is described as interstate, and comes 
to a certain extent under the jurisdiction of 
Congress by virtue of its power to regulate 
commerce among the several States.

London, Oct. 24.—The British government 
issued another blue book tonight, the most 
important feature of which is a dispatch, 
dated Oct. 12, from the Marquis of Salis- 
bury to the British Ambassador at Paris.

The commissioner declared that at the 
present time an acid treatment to destroy 
the sickening odors was in almost general 
use among firms in the 

He thought the trouble yesterday was due 
to the cleaning up of basements and the 
the cattle pens or the rendering processes 
themselves. 
It is almost impossible for me to place 
the exact responsibility for any failure on 
the part of a packer to take proper precau- 
tions to avoid these smells,“ said Dr. Reyn- 
olde last night. When I enter the gate 
my presence is immediately telephoned all 
over the yards, and each firm is on its guard. 
However, it is a matter of self-interest on 
the part of all doing business at the Stock- 
Yards to adopt uniform measures for avoid- 
ing frequent recurrences of the trouble. 
It has got to stop and they know it.”

DO NOT FAIL TO REGISTER. 

This is the last day of registration for 
the November election. The registration 
places, the whereabouts of which were given 
in yesterday’s paper, will open at 8 a. m. 
They will remain open until 9 p. m. That 
thirteen-hour period is long enough to en- 
able every man who has not been regis- 
tered yet to have his name put on the 
books. The voter is asked a few, simple 
questions, which it will take him only 
a minute to answer. Then he will not have 
to get registered again for the next two 
years, unless he moves into some other 
precinct. 

The election will be held two weeks from 
today. Its result depends on what the Re- 
publicans who have not yet registered do 
today. In some of the larger wards there 
are thousands of them. There is no ward 
where the first day’s registration was as 
heavy as it should have been.

For CHicado ed yacht Frolic has been 
TARS. assigned to the Illinois 
Naval Reserves instead of 

the Wasp, and that the Chicago delegation 
of tars now on its way to Washington will 
forthwith bring the Frolic up the St. Law- 
rence, arriving in Chicago after a trip of two 
or three weeks.

TORRENS LAW VALID. 

The Torrens land title law of 1897 has 
been sustained at last by the Supreme 
Court. The uct of 1895 was held to be 
unconstitutional by it on the ground that 
it attempted to confer judicial powers on 
registrars of titles who were not judicial 
officers. The Legislature of 1897 amended 
the law to meet that objection. As there 


were other points raised against the law 


concerning which the Supreme Court did 
not express itself, an agreed case was made 
up in the summer of 1897 so as to settle all 
disputed questions. 

The court has been slow in acting, but 
it has acted at last. It will take bat a few 
weeks or less for the officers charged with 
the administration of the law to begin 
operations. 
wish to avail themselves of the henefits of 
the new, simple method of recording and 
passing land titles can do so.

THE ISSUE IN AFRICA. 

France seems to be getting ready to fight 
England over the possession of Fashoda, 
and England is certainly determined to 
fight France if the latter does not give up 
this patch of Nile swamps and rude native 
huts. Some people think the issue is trivial 
and not worth fighting for, but this is a 
great mistake. Fashoda is worthless 
enough in itself, but it stands for an 
empire. It is the point at which two vast 
schemes of territorial Mpansion meet in 
deadly conflict, and the one that triumphs 
will henceforth dominate the continent. 

British statesmen, manufacturers, and 
merchants foresee a time when Great 
Britain may lose its hold on the vast 
markets of India and China, for Russia’s 
completion of the transsiberian rajlway 
may enable the colossus of the North to 
control China completely and dominate all 
Asia, more or less. Looking ahead to these 
possibilities the British have set out to 
establish a great dependent empire in Africa 
—a new India. Roughly speaking, this em- 
pire consists of the eastern half of Africa, 
stretching 5,000 miles north and south, from 
Cairo to Cape Town, without a break, es- 
cept the German sphere of influence“ 
between the equator and 10 degrees south, 
and this England wil try to secure by pur- 
chase, exchange, or force. Abyssinia will 
eventually be absorbed in this British 
domain. The only region still left white 
on the maps is the indefinite area still called 
the Soudan, and it is for a part of this 
that both France and England have made 
a dash. The two claims meet and clash at 
Fashoda. 

The Nile River extends trom the great 
lake, Victoria Nyanza, northward to Alex- 
andria on the Mediterranean, thus furnish- 
ing a continuous waterway fully half the 
leugth of the continent. The British are 
determined that their control of this river 
shall not be broken at any point. On the 
other hand, France is equally eager to 
get a water front on the Red Sea, and in 
order tc do so it must cross the Nile some- 
where. 

A large part of the long stretch of ter- 
ritory south of Khartum is fertile and 
well watered—including the region around 
Fashoda. Probably a million square miles 
of area are here included in the British 
“sphere of influence.” Great Britain also 
claims another million of square miles in 
southeastern Africa—including the Boer 
republic, the adjoining Free State, Delagoa 
Bay, and the Portuguese Province of East 
Africa, though the British title to some 
of these still remains to be perfected in 
one way or another. The English are al- 
ready preparing to build a railroad, begin- 
ning near the Island and Port of Zanzibar 
and extending to the great Victoria Nyanza, 
the scene of Livingstone’s discoveries and 
death. 

Great Britain has a firm grip on all 
the Lower Nile. It rules old Egypt, with 
its six or seven millions of population, and 
with its wonderfully rich land for raising 
wheat, cotton, sugar cane, rice, and tropical 
fruits. Under British methods much of 
the former desert is being reclaimed by 
vast irrigating dams and a scientific sys- 
tem of canals. One of these irrigation 
enterprises is alone to reclaim three or 
four million acres. These agricultural 
projects, in connection with the great trans- 
continental railway, sufficiently indicates 
the position and purpose of Great Britain 

in eastern Africa, along the Red Sea and 
the Indian Ocean. The region is to be a 
second India, with a short cut to it through 
the Suez Canal, #hich England can control 
if it desires, being the owner of over onc- 
half the stock shares. 

The French have mapped out for them- 
selves a domain no less vast across the 
northern half of Africa. It begins in Al- 
gerin and Tripoli, fronting France on the 
Mediterranean, and it contemplates the 
acquisition of Morocco, fronting on the 
Atlantic. Thence, the French influence 
stretches southward to the Niger and even 
to the Congo, while the ambition of 
France is to extend this broad sweep east- 
ward to the Nile, and beyond it to the 
Red Sea. It is an immense tract, including 
much of what was formerly the Sahara 
desert on the maps. With a sweep near- 
ly a thousand miles in breadth it aspires 
to cross the British Upper Nile, taking in 
the Fashoda district above Dongola, | 

This whole French claim in’ northern 
Africa, counting only what has already 


been coftceded by the other powers, em- 


braces three million square miles, To this 
France is now trying to add anywhere 
from half a million to a whole million of 
square miles on the Nile and across to 
the Red Sea. If it should succeed it would 
have an African empire as large as the 
whole of the United States, including 
Alaska. England claims about 2,600,000 
square miles in Africa. All but 500,000 
of this—mainly on the Niger—is located in 


, the eastern part of the continent. 


France says it has the best right to 
seize the Upper Nile country claimed by 
England. Great Britain sternly and anited- 
ly denies this, and it bas notified France 
that it will fight for its claims. If war 
breaks out between these powers there is 
but little doubt that the British claim 
will prevail, for the British have the re- 
vources and strength of Hgypt at their 

giving easy access to all the Up- 
per Nile region, via a water and rail route 
which has already mastered the Nile cat- 
aracts. And if it comes to open war France. 


will be likely to lose some of the territory 
it already possesses. Great Britain will 
unquestionably seize’ the French Niger ter- 
ritory on the west, south of the desert— 
a region said to be remarkably rich in 
tropical products; also the great Island of 
Madagascar on the east coast, containing 
five or six millions of half civilized Africans 
who hate France. 3 
3 These, in brief, are the vast interests that 
center about the obscure Nile vi}lage called 
Fashoda. They furnished plenty of 
material for a bitter war between the two 
powers if one of them does not recede. 
Both England and France have found out 
the great agricultural, mineral, and forest 
resources of Africa. Both have discov 
ered the ease with which the poor, ignorant, 
passive, unprogressive, unorganized natives 
can be governed. Both have come to realize 
that these tropical lands and natives can 
be made profitable under white control and 
dictation in raising all sorts of valuable 
products, without any fear of their revolt- 
ing for centuries to come. Wealth and 
power and future dominion are at stake 
The ambitions of one coun- 
try or the other will have to be curtailed, 
and as Great Britain evidently has the 
whip hand it will rest with France to do 
the backing down. As this can be done 
more gracefully before hostilities begin than 
after, many persons still look for France 
to recall Major Marchand from Fashoda 
and give up the Nile in order to remain sure 


Advices from Havana in- 
Trher NEEDA dicate that a bitter faction- 
al fight is brewing among 
the Cubans over the ques- 
mation of an independent 
government. One faction has published a 
manifesto proclaiming independence, and 
threatening war against the United States if 
its claim is not recognized. This same fac- 
tion has begun a warfare against the veteran 
patriot of two wars for independence, Calix- 
to Garcia, denouncing him as a traitor, pre- 
sumably because he is in favor of codperat- 
ing with the United States in the establish- 
ment of a stable government.

ANOTHER RAILROAD DEFEA 
The Joint Traffic association of the New 
York and Chicago trunk line railroads has 
been declared to be in violation of inter- 
state commerce law and of the provisions 
of the anti-trust law concerning agreements 
in restraint of trade or commerce. Ths will 
be a sore blow, and probably an unexpected 
one, to the roads concerned. The Circuit 
Court and the Court of Appeals, influenced 
by the arguments made in behalf of the 
roads by some of the ablest lawyers in the 
country, decided against thé government in } 
thé suit brought by it against the asspcia- 
tion. The Supreme Court has reversed the 
iower courts, and it would be interesting to 
know what the roads composing the Joint 
Traffic association will do now to attempt 
to offset the decision. 


Last year the Supreme Court gave a de- 
cision in what is known as the Transmis- 
souri Freight association case. 8 
lution of thdt association was ordered and 
the court laid down the law that “ the right 
of a railroad company to charge reasonable 
rates does not énclude the right to enter 
into a combination with competing roads 
to maintain reasonable rates.” 
held in substance that all combinations to 
regulate rates charged on competitive traffic 
were illegal, even though the rates charged 
were not unreasonable. 

The suit against the Joint Traffic asso- 
ciation was begun prior to the rendering of 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
transmissofiri case, but even after that 
sweeping decision had been rendered the 
managers of the Eastern roads contended 
that it was not quite broad enough to cover 
their association. They claimed that the 
terms of the agreement were so carefully 
drawn up that they did not 
any laws against pooling and combining; 
that the rate making power had not been 
taken away from the individual companies 
and handed over to any board or committee; 
and that the sole object and effect of the 
agreement was to secure just, 
rates and prevent unjust discriminations. 

Nevertheless, the Supreme Court hes 
knocked out the Joint Traffic association. 
It has been declared illegal. 
ment on which it is based is held to be void. 
This decision puts an end to the hopes of 
the roads that the court might modify the 
principles enunciated by it in the trans- 
missouri case and give the roads a little 
more freedom to combine than that de- 
cision gave them. But the court has not 
changed its views. Justices Field, Gray, 
Shiras, and White dissented from the con- 
clusions of the majority in the transmis- 
souri case. The majority holds now that 
there is no difference between the present 
case and the one decided last year. Jus- 
tices Gray, Shiras, and White still dissent. 
Justice McKenna, who is Justice Field’s 
successor, was Attorney General while the 
suit Was going on and took no part in the 
hearing. So the traffic association must go. 


SPAIN’S HOPELESS CONDITION. 

Dissension threatens to split the Spanish 
Cabinet in pieces. Already the Minister 
of Public Works has resigned and his ex- 
ample may be followed by General Cor- 
rea, who has occupied the position of Minis- 
ter of War since the organization of the 
Sagasta government.

So far the 
Spanish commissioners have been unable 
to secure any concessions from the Ameri- 
catis with reference to the Ouban debt or 
any other question. While they are ap- 
parently disappointed at the situation it 
is difficult to see why they should be, as 
there is nothing in the protocol requiring 
the American commissionérs to make the 
settlement of the terms of peace a mere 
game of “toss up” or compromise, The 
results have already been clearly established 
by thé fortunes of war, and the principal 
duties of the Peace commission are to de- 
fine these and provide for the withdrawal 
by Spain from territory which it has lost. 
It is not to be wondered at, however, that 
the haughty Dons should be reluctant to 
| have their names connected with the sur- 


render of Spanish territory, and this fact 
accounts for,the dissolution of the Sagas- 
ta ministry, which seems an early prob- 
ability. 

So far as the Spanish commissioners are 
concerned they seem at last to have come 
to a realization of the fact that they will 
be compelled to accept such terms as our 
American representatives may demand, and, 
unless called home, are likely to do so dur- 
ing the present week. Distasteful as this 
may be, they begin to see that nothing is 
to be gained by delay. In fact, there are 
already hints of an impending revolution 
should the present tension continue much 
longer or the Spanish commission return 
to Madrid without having agreed upon final 
terms of peace. Such a result would be 
as ruincus to the government as the ac- 
ceptance of the terms dictated by the Ameri- 


sean representatives, while it can be ac- 


counted for to the Spanish people on the 
ground that, as Spain was not in a position 
to resume the war, it was the best that 
could be done. The absence of any show of 
preparation by Spain for the mobilization 
of either its land or naval forces shows 
that this is the conclusion towards which 
things are now drifting, and the sooner the

Export Ginseng Root to China. 

Port Jervis, N. Y., Oct. 22.—Over 100 
men have been employed the last two 
weeks in the Town of Thompson, Sullivan 
County, in digging ginseng roots, mostly for 
the Chinese market. It is highly valued in 
China for its medicinal properties in com- 
bating fatigue and old age, and can only 
be gathered in that country by permission 
of the Emperor. The Canadian Jesuits first 
began Ko ship the root to China and sold it 
for $ a pound. . 

The men who are searching for ginseng in 
Sullivan County walk from fifteen to twen- 
ty-five miles à day in their rambles through 
the brush and trees, and earn from §1 to $4 
a day. It takes three pounds of the green 
roots to make one pound of the dry product, 
the latter bringing $4 a pound, the highest 
price quoted this fall being $5. A fair day’s 
find of green root is two pounds. 

The root is becoming scarcer every year. 
It is of slow growth, taking two years to 
form a leaf, and eight or ten to make the 
root of value. The age of the root is deter- 
mined by a little notch or ring added each 
year to the plant. Last year a root was 
found that was 25 to 27 years old, its age 
being determined by the rings, and it made 
a profitable day's work to the finder. The 
diggers leave a piece of the root in the 
ground to grow, and plant the seed, which 
is incloged in a pale red pod. 

[If there is so strong a market for ginseng 
root, why is it not cultivated for exporta- 
tion to China? Sell it cheaper and the 
Celestlals will buy and consume more 
of ft.)

Gold Production for 1897. 


According to the report of the Director 
of the Mint, just published, this country’s 

rodaction of gold in 1897 increased by 

276,000 over that of 1806. The South Af- 
rican mines scored the great increase of 
$13,854,102, and those of Australasia made 
a gain of $10,502,249 over the previous year. 

The total product for 1807 was for the 
United States $57,363,000, for South Africa 
$58,306,600, for Australasia $55,684,200, and 
for the whole world $237 ,504,800, or about 
$35,000,000 more than in the prévious year 
and about double the yield of 1800. The 
prospect is that the year 1898 will show a 
much greater production than even that of

HARD BLOW TO THE RAILROADS. 


Traffic Association Officials Are Dazed 
by the Decision Rendered by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


Railroad officials here and especially those 
connected with traffic association were al- 
most prostrated by the announcement yes- 
terday afternoon that the Supreme Court 
of the United States had handed down the 
long expected decision in the Joint Traffic 
association case and that it was practically 
the same as that rendered about two years 
ago in the Transmissouri Freight associa- 
Aion case, 

The blow administered the railroads by 
the Supreme Court's decision is a serious 
one. It knocks out every association or 
combination formed for the purpose of en- 
forcing the maintenance of uniform rates. 

Competition will keep the rates on freight 
and passengers down to the lowest notch 
unless the railroads succeed in prevailing 


| upon Congress to pass a law permitting the 


formation of pools. There is little prospect, 
however, that this can be accomplished. 

Vice President C. H. Chappell of the Alton, 
speaking of the effect the decision will 
have upon the Western railroads, said he 
did not think it would compel the Western 
roads to abandon the Western Trunk Line 
committee, by which name the Western 
Freight association has been known since 
the promulgation of the transmissouri 
freight decision. 

The Transmissouri association, said Mr. 
Chappell, put the rate-making power in the 
hands of the association. The Western 
Trunk Line committee, though its affairs are 
administered by four commissioners, has no 
rate-making power. Each road in the asso- 
ciation is free to make whatever rates it 
pleases, and is simply required, in case a’ 
rate is changed, to inform the chairman of 
the committee of the action, to give ‘the 
other roads a chance to govern themselves 
accordingly. 

The duties of the commissioners of the 
Western asséciation are simply to enforce 
rules and regulations. 


Chairman Caldwell Is Hopeful. 

Chairman B. D. Caldwell of the Western 
Passenger association did not think the Su- 
preme Court’s decision would seriously af- 
fect his association. 

Each road in the association is at liberty 
to fix its own rates, but files them with the 
chairman. Uniform rates are agreed upon 
at meetings. If this could not be done it 
would be impossible to grant reduced rates 
for meetings, conventions, and other large 
gatherings. 

F. C. Donald, commissioner of the Central 
Passenger association, did not think the 
Supreme Court should have decided the case 
on a technicality. He felt it would be 
fraught with disastrous results. It was a 
sad blow, he said, to the railroads and would 
reduce all railroad associations to merely 
statistical bureaus. 

Commissioner C. A. Parker of the Western 
Trunk Line committee said he did not know 
the scope of the decision, but if it reaffirms 
the ruling in the Transmissouri case it is a 
sad disappointment to the railroads. 
Chairman J. F. Tucker of the Central 
Freight association did not know how the 
decision would affect his organization. Al- 
though working under the regulations of 
the Joint Traffic association, it was entirely 
distinct from it. It may be developed that 
the Central Freight association is not of 
the same character as either the Transmis- 
souri or Joint Traffic association. 


George R. Peck Not Surprised. 

George R. Peck, counsel for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway, who was 
prominently identified with the early stages 
of the traffic association litigation, said the 
decision caused no surprise among members 
of the legal profession, and specially railroad 
lawyers. 

The decision announced yesterday,” said 
Mr. Peck, follows logically and inevitably 
the decision rendered by the Supreme Court 
in the transmissouri case. The two cases 
were practically similar, and when the Su- 
preme Court declared the transmissouri 
agreement was illegal, it could not fail to 
declare the other also illegal. ; 

“The theory of both cases was that the 
agreements between railroad companies by 
virtue of which they form asspciations with 
rules and regulationg for the conduct of their 
business necessarily result in what is 
known as ‘restraint of trade,’ and necessa- 
rily tend to establish a monopoly. 

Contracts in restraint of trade and to es- 
tablish monopolies were always illegal at 
common law, but the Sherman anti-trust act 
passed several years ago reiterated the doc- 
trines of the common law and provided se- 
vere, penalties for its violation. It was in- 
tended to suppress the modern form of com- 
bination known as a trust. 

„ The transmissouri case was the first to 
be passed upon, and, after two decisions in 
favor of the roads, the Supreme Court final- 
ly held against them, and declared that the 
Transmissouri association was within the 
provision of the Sherman act, and declared 
it to be an illegal combination.

BLOW FOR THE PULLMAN. | 


ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT SAYS THE 
COMPANY EXCEEDS ITS CHARTER. 


Moloney Case Sent Back to the Cook 
County Circuit Tribunal for Hear- 
ing—More than $9,000,000 Invested 
in Holdings, Part of Which Are 
Called illegal—Corporation Said to 
Be Willing to Sell—“ Melon” Cut- 
ting Planned. 


One of the most important of the numerous 
decisions filed by the State Supreme Court 
at Springfield yegterday reverses the princi- 
pal points in the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County in the proceedings in- 
stituted by ex-Attorney General Moloney 
against Pullman's Palace Car company, in 
which he claimed that it was exercising 
powers not granted by its charter and was 
acting in violation of law in carrying on 
business it was not authorized to do. 

In the Circuit Court the case was thrown 
out on demurrer, but the Supreme Court 
overrules this finding and declares that the 
Attorney General had a right to proceed 
against the company and that the company 
has been exceeding its charter powers in 
several respects. The case is remanded to 
proceed where it was cut off when the de- 
murrer was sustained. 

Judges Craig, Wilkin, and Cartwright dis- 
sent from the opinion of the majority, Judges 
Magruder, Boggs, Carter, and Phillips. 

Justice Boggs prepared the decision.

Argument Is Declared Fallacious. 

In the averment of the appellee corpora- 
tion’s pleas it was held that the company 
was obliged to lay out and build the city of 
Pullman, make the public improvements, 
and erect public buildings to properly pro- 
vide for their business. This averment was

‘TORRENS LAW IS VALID. 


ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT SUSTAINS 
THE LAND TRANSFER ACT, 


Decision. Is Regarded as a Great Boon 
to Property-Owners in Cook County 
~Recorder Simon Will Ask for an 
Emergency Appropriation to Put 
the Statute in Operation at Once— 
Real Estate Men Say the Ruling Is 
of Great Value. 


The Torrens land transfer law was sus- 
tained by the Illinois Supreme Court yes- 
terday. County Recorder Simon may now 
add to his official] titles of Recorder of Deeds 
for Cook County and Officia! Abstracter of 
Titles for Cook County that of Registrar of 
Land Titles for the County of Cook. 

The Supreme Court held that the law 
passed by the Legislature in 1897 establish- 
ing the office of Registrar of Titles is valid. 
The action in the quo warranto proceedings 
which was begun against Recorder Simon 
has been decided favorably to the Recorder. 


Friends of the Law Elated. 


The friends of the measure are enthusi- 
astic over the action of the Supreme Court. 
They predict that the office of Registrar of 
Titles will eventually be the most important 
in Cook County and will earn considerable 
revenue. 

Recorder Simon said he would take steps 
to open the office immediately after he has 
learned from an official source the nature of 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case. He will then go to the County board 
and ask for an emergency appropriation to 
supply the funds to open the office. 

1 think the sustaining of the law is a 
great thing for the State and for Cook 
County,” said Mr. Simon. “I predict that 
if it is found good title can be secured under 
the new law the office of Registrar of Titles 
will be the biggest in Cook County.” K

This is the second time the validity of the 
Torrens system of land transfer has been 
before the Illinois Supreme Court. The 
first act was passed by the Legislature in 
1895. It was declared unconstitutional on 
the principal ground that it gave to the 
County Recorder judicial powers. 

In 1897 the law was amended and the 
objectionable features were ‘ eliminated. 
The proceeding of registering under the law 
now includes the filing of a petition in the 
Circuit Court, which passes on all questions 
involving judicial action. 


CITY LOSES ITS GARBAGE CASE. 


State Supreme Court Upholds Judge 
Tuley in Declaring Five-Year 
Contract Illegal. 


Judge Tuley’s decision holding the five 
year garbage contracts illegal was sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court of the State 
of, Illinois yesterday. The decision is an 
i rtant one, not only in that it will pre- 
vent the carrying out of the garbage con- 
tracts contemplated, and from which much 
good was hoped, but in that it mits the 
power of the city government in the making 
of other contracts. 

The point on which the decision turned 
was that a contract had-been made for five 
years when the appropriation had been 
made only and could be made only for the 
payment of one year’s indebtedness. The 
argument was made that the city could only 
create a contract indebtedness, outside of 
its bonds, for such a time as it could ap- 
propriate money to meet it, and the appro- 
priation bill being limited to the expenses of 
one year no contract could be made for a 
longer period. This position was sustained 
by Judge Tuley, as well as the further one 
that the appropriation bill once deilng 
passed for a current year the various de- 
partments of the city must keep within 
the sums appropriated for their use during 
that yeam as the amount set aside for each 
could not be increased during the year ex- 
cept in the case of some manifest emer- 
gency. 

The effect of this decision will be not only 
that no five year garbage contract can de 
let, even when, as in the case of the last 
one, it has legislative sanction, but that no 
other contracts for more than one year can 
be let by the city, and that when an appro- 
priation for any purpose is,once made by 
the City Council the city government must 
keep within that appropriation, as the 
amount cannot be increased during the year. 
Neither can any contract even for one year 
be let when the price is larger than the 
amount appropriated for the purpose. 

Speaking of the decision Commissioner 
McGann sald: 

“It means simply that we will have no 
five year garbage contract, and must stick 
to the present expensive system or some- 
thing Uke it. Personally I am sorry, as 1 
had great hopes of the result of the new 
system.”’ 

The suit just decided grew out of an at- 
empt on the part of Controller Waller to 

orfeit a check of $10,000 given by M. C. 
McDonald as security for one of the bidders 
on the first letting of the garbage con- 
tracts, The check was put up by A. J. 
Murphy, who proved to be the lowest bid- 
der, and the contract was awarded to him. 
He, however, failed to qualify by giving the 
necessary bonds, and the check was de-

McDonald at once brought suit to enjoin 
the city from attempting to collect on 
check and contended that the contract was 
Illegal, and hence the check could not be 
forfeited. In this he was sustained by 
Judge Tuley, and now by the Supreme 
Court.

MISS GLASGOW’S NEW NOVEL SHOWS 
IMMATURITY AND HASTE. 


* 


Ie Is Called “Phases of an Inferior 
Planet,“ and Falls to Fulfill the 
Promise of “The Descendant ”— 
Professor Woolsey’s Essays on 
“America’s Foreign Policy” Are 
of the Mugwump Order and Will 
‘Find but Little Sympathy. 


HATEVER the faults of The De- 
scendant,“ it coes not leave an im- 
pression of undue haste in the writ- 
ing at either the first or second 
reading. It has certain crudities, 
of course, due to youth, but the fact that it 
has been likened to Harold Frederic’s novels 
proves it of considerable skill, both in mat- 
ter and manner. It is a scantily agreeable 
book at best, but it is nevertheless a most 
remarkable and commendable first novel. 
Now comes its author, then anonymous, but 
since known to be Miss Ellen Glasgow, a 
Southern girl in the first flush of great per- 
gonal charm, with a second novel bearing 
the provoking and meaningless title, 
“ Phases of an Inferior Planet. (Harper.) 

The faults of this are more glaring than 
those of its forerunner and force the reader 
to one of two conclusions. Either it is the 
earlicr work in point of time, carefully 
worked over after the first success, though 
without the complete rewriting it should 
have been given; or else it has been rushed 
through in eager haste to follow close upon 
the vogue attained by The Descendant. 
In either event it shows both immaturity 
and haste, both of them manifesting them- 
selves at a time when they may most de- 
form the author’s better work. 

By immaturity is not meant unskillfulness 
in construction—here, as in the other, the 
plot is well reasoned out, and without in- 
herent improbabilities—but an ignorance of 
the real nature of the values handled. In 
“The Descendant ’”’ it was a Southern man 
in New York, in this a Southern woman, who 
makes the chief appeal to consideration. The 


Former was an atheist; the latter turns do 


the Church of England in its most ritualistic 
form, and the leading character among the 
men does likewise. Miss Glasgow seems to 
have assumed that a knowledge of this 
form of worship comes by nature, instead of 
being an exceedingly erudite matter based 
upon ancient precedent and really profound 
learning. Accordingly she refers glibly to 
the Shorter Catechism,“ confuses the lan- 
guage of the Apostles and the Nicene Creeds, 


leaving finally no impression half so strong } 


as that of guessing when exact knowledge 
is possible. It is this which makes the 
clergyman in New York City look over the 


marriage license handed him by a man and 


woman seeking refuge in the bonds of mat- 
rimony, the author forgetting not only that 
no such thing as a marriage license is known 
in New York, but that the clergyman is, by 
her description, one who regards matnimony 
as a sacrament requiring more preparation 
than the mere procurement of an impossible 
license. 
This ignorance extends to other things 
in Mfe. The hero, a man of approved science 
and the author of papers innumerable, goes 
put to look for journalistic work. obtains it. 
and learns that fifteen hours of strenuous 
labor. every day will barely suffice to main- 
tain in a state of semi-starvation a family 
which had before lived with a certain de- 
ecency upon his stipend as lecturer in a 
female seminary! The child sickens, and, 
for lack of the money needful to get her and 
her mother into the country, dies in convul- 
A chapter or two later it is to be 
Warned that the father had books, a gold 
watch, and many other possessions which 
would most certainly have been used by iim 
for the obtaining of money to save the baby. 
Wor is that all, for a housemaid bobs up at 
a time when all are on the verge of starva- 
tion. 


This is not elevated criticism, but the num- 
ber of incidents of the sort which appear at 
almost every critical turn in the story quite 
destroy all the charms which the book should 
hold. Mr. Caine is said to obtain expert 
opinions on all matters which.transcend his 
Own experience, and it is well known that 
Wilkie Collins so thoroughly understood the 
need of accuracy in such things that he re- 
tained a barrister of the first reputation in 
order to get his law in with complete fidelity 


to truth. Not long ago a novel was written } 


which turned upon the avoidance of a mar- 
riage, in which the husband had assumed a 
faise name without the slightest imputation 
of fraud, the writer evidently assuming that 
the heroine had not married the man but 
his patronymic! 

And why not call the book Snooks or 
“Chops and Tomato Sauce?! or Don't 
Forget the Warming Pan?’ Any of them 
would have had just as much appropriate- 

mess as the present title. The earth is not 
an “inferior planet,“ nor do the characters 
% far remove themselves from the great 

world as 0 make such a name possible. 

The Century company has issued for Pro- 
fessor Theodore Woolsey of Yale a com- 
pilation of his recent essays and addresses. 
It is better than some publications of this 
sort in that it included contemporaneous 
matters solely, the period of composition 
being the last four years. Nearly all of 
them have appeared during that time in 
Magazines, the Forum and the Yale Law 
Journal having printed the bulk of the col- 
lection.

Professor Woolsey’s views are not of the 
kind that appeal to the nation’s 
tintelliigence or conscience at this par-

“won by American arms. He would sur- 
“fender half the fruits of these victories in 
order fo isolate this nation from the possi- 
bility of embroilment with the great powers 
of Burope. He sees certain defeat for 
Uncle Sam in sucha contingency. He would 
‘have settled the Maine incident by diplo- 
matic means—or let it go unsettled—and first 
and alwaws walk around the block to avoid 
a man who looked cross-eyed at him. His 
Feasoning abounds with the Quaker humil- 
ity without a redeeming feature of Quaker 
manliness. The book may find more sym- 
pathy in the East. |

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. |

The young Khedive is once more render- 
ing himself to such a degree offensive to the 
British government that there is a revival 
in political circles in London of the discus- 
sion of the advantage of deposing him. 
Although the victory of Omdurman was 
followed by the arrival at Khartum of 
shoals of telegrams of congratulation, not 
only from Queen Victoria, but also from 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria, from 
the King of Greece, and, above all, from the 
Emperor of Germany, yet not a line of recog- 
nition did the Khedive see fit to send either 
to the Commander-in-Chief of his army, 
General Kitchener, nor even to the Egyp- 
tian troops. He seems to have been afraid 
that it might offend the Sultan, and even 
since his return to Egypt from abroad has 
abstained from testifying in any public way 
the services which have been rendered by 
the Sirdar in thus restoring to the Khe- 
diviate all its former provinces of the 
Moreover, it is known that he moved 
heaven and earth to induce the Kaiser to 
visit Egypt, taking it for granted that 
William would be induced by the mag- 
nificence of his hospitality to treat him, the 
Khedive, as the sovereign of Egypt, ignor- 
ing the English. 

That Abbas looked upon the Kaiser’s visit 
to Egypt as a means of slighting the Eng- 
lish is apparent from the disappointment 
which he as well as all the enemies of Eng- 
land in the land of the Nile, the French first 
and foremost, have received the news of the 
Kaiser's abandonment of the Egyptian por- 
tion of his trip, all the more as it is known 
that William has acted thus in deference 
to English susceptibilities. , 

The Khedive, it must be remembered, owes | 
his throne entirely to Great Britain, since 
it was the latter which alone stood in the 
way of old Khedive Ismail’s determination 
to transfer the succession from the father 
of the present Khedive to the late Tewfik's 
younger brother Hussein, who had the ad- 
vantage of being born the son of a Princess 
instead of a peasant. | , 

Ismail, moreover, was several times on 
the point of deliberately putting his eldest 
son out of the way, and was only prevented 
from doing so by an intimation on the part 
of the British government that it would hold 
the old Khedive responsible for the life of 
Tewfik.

The present Khedive forgets all the serv- 
ices rendered by England to his father, as 
well as the latter’s restoration to power 
by the English after the Arabi rebellion, and 
since he succeeded to the throne has persist-

Williams of Chicago, was celebrated this 

afternoon at 5:30 in the Savoy Hotel. 

It had been all settled that the ceremony 
should take place in St. Andrew’s Church, 
Ashley place, close to the United States 
Embassy, but as Miss Williams had a 
feverish cold this morning, rendering it 
dangerous for her to leave the house, a 
special license was obtained from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury permitting the wed- 
ding to be celebrated in the Savoy Hotel. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock General Merritt 
arrived at the hotel, accompanied by Henry 
White, the United States Chargé d’ Affaires. 
He was received by Mr. Norman Williams, 
the bride’s brother, and conducted to the 
family’s private suite. 

Miss Williams, who was married in what 
was to have been her traveling dress, was 


in the drawing-room with her brother. The 


party was shortly after joined by Lord and 
Lady Butler, the daughter of General Anson 
Stager, and Marshal Dodge. The officiating 
clergyman was the Hon. Rev. John Stafford 
Northcote, brother of the Barl of Iddes- 
leigh, whose brother, Hugh, was married 
to the daughter of Hamilton Fish. 


All Sign the Register. 

When the ceremony had been concluded 
and the register signed by all present the 
bride and bridegroom received the con- 
gratulations of the guests, who then with- 
drew. 

Before leaving, however, Mr. White pro- 
posed the health of the bride, which was 
drunk with enthusiasm, and the members 
of General Merritt's staff entered and con- 
gratulated the newly married couple. 

The bride was painfully nervous and evi- 
dently far from well during the ceremony, 
and the bridegroom was extremely anxious 
lest the fatigue and excitement should ag- 
gravate her illness. | 

When Mrs. Merritt is well enough to travel 
she will accompany her husband to Paris.

The marriage was conducted so quietly 
that it attracted no attention in the hotel, 
there being no time to make any special 
preparations.

A year or two ago it was the fashion for 
actors to leave the legitimate stage and go 
into vaudeville. Nowadays they are revers- 
ing the process and trying to realize in a 
legitimate way the reputation made on the 
variety stage. Whether Miss Johnstone 
Bennett is striving to rise upon the step- 
ping-stones of Chicago Opera-House popu- 
larity to higher things, it is impossible to 
say. judging from her performance at Mc- 
Vicker’s. It may be that, like Roland Reed, 
she yearns for a higher sphere in the world 
of dramatic art. If so her present endeavor 
is not much more successful than that of the 
iow comedian when he looked for a new 
vehicle in Mrs. Ryley’s ill-starred “ Voy- 
agers.’’

To dive Time to Biscutt Company. 


For the purpose of being able to give ad- 
ditional time to the affairs of the National 
Biscuit company, of which he is general 
counsel, A. W. Green has just resigned the 
attorneyship for the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Green was counsel for the old American 
and United States Biscuit companies, and in 
the war with the New York Biscuit com- 
pany so guided their affairs that the oppo- 
sition company was glad to sign a peace 
protocol which Mr. Green drafted. 

The consolidation which cemented the 
companies—although one of the biggest 
financial deals that have ever occurred in 
this country—was consummated without a 
hitch under the legal direction of Mr. Green.
